Hammond High School offers five different Advanced Placement 
(AP) classes. They include art (Mrs. Baumann), calculus (Mr.Wysocki), 
chemistry (Mr. Sizemore), government (Mr. Dennis) and U.S. History 
(Mr. Galosich). Each class is taught in the place of an honors class. Upon 
the completion of these extensive, college-level classes, a test is taken. It 
is then scored on a 1 to 5 scale.

Where can one blow up something, shoot a plastic dart 
gun, make the whole room smell, and look at the organs 
of a worm? In the Hammond High School science class- 
es, of course! From biology to chemistry and earth 
science to physics, HHS students have a wide variety of 
interesting science courses from which to choose. 
Taught by exciting, caring teachers, the science classes 
give students a chance to learn how the universe around 
them works by investigating natural phenomena, per- 
forming scientific experiments and collecting and com- 
piling information. In the physics class, for example, the 
workings of uniform acceleration are discussed, and in 
chemistry class, students synthesize salts by mixing 
acids and bases.

WHAT’S THE 
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Small In Numbers, Big In Hearts 


The 1994 football team had its best season since 1988. 
The Wildcats brought back school spirit and pride that 
had not been here for years. The Wildcats only had 
about 40 people on the squad in August, and that made 
it seem as though it would be a mediocre season. Wrong. 
The Wildcats were small in size but big in heart. 

The Wildcats started the regular season by beating 
Griffith, a state ranked team, and then went on to win 
their next two games against Gavit and Clark. The 
team’s fourth game was the Homecoming game against 
the Highland Trojans. Hammond was expected to dom- 
inate the Trojans. Instead, the Wildcats barely squeaked 
by with a 9-6 win after a fourth quarter touchdown pass. 
After that win, Hammond continued on its roll and shut 
out Morton and demolished Roosevelt. 

The seventh game was a game to be remembered. The 
Wildcat’s opponent was one of the Wildcat’s largest 
rivals: Munster. The Wildcats had only beaten Munster 
one time on the Mustangs’ field. It didn’t look good for 
the Wildcats in the fourth quarter. Munster was up by a 
field goal with five minutes on the clock, and the Wild- 
cat offense had to score. That’s exactly what happened. 
Quarterback Johnny Serbentas hooked up with wide 
receiver Keith Herron for a 77-yard touchdown that put 
the Wildcats ahead and led the team to win one of the 
most competitive and exciting games in the school’s 
history. 

Hammond’s final game of the regular season was 
against Bishop Noll. This game would decide whether or 
not the Wildcats would have their first undefeated reg- 
ular season since 1983. Hammond spanked Noll and 


earned the honor of being Black Conference Champions. 

It was now playoff time. The Wildcats drew Gary 
Roosevelt for game one of the playoffs. The Wildcats 
had no trouble killing Roosevelt again. The second game 
of the playoffs was against Gary Lew Wallace, a state- 
ranked school. That game would determine who would 
go to the Sectional Championship, and it was predicted 
to be a dogfight. Lew Wallace’s high-powered offense 
scored right away. Hammond’s number one ranked de- 
fense held Wallace to six points for the whole game. 
Meanwhile, the Wildcat offense scored in the fourth 
quarter with just minutes remaining, taking the 10-0 
Wildcats to the Sectional Championship against Lake 
Central. 

Hammond went into the game as the underdog, and 
was expected to be defeated early and easily. The first 
half was a battle between the defenses, due to the field’s 
being drenched. The Indians scored on a play in the last 
seconds of the first half and ended up ahead. The Wild- 
cat offense was held under 100 yards the whole game, 
and the Indians scored again in the fourth quarter. The 
Wildcats went home heartbroken and with a 1 5-0 loss. 
Overall, the Wildcat football team had a season that 
many other teams could only dream about. After all, not 
only did they become conference champs, they did the 
impossible and brought back school spirit, something 
that had been missing for a long time. They made 
everyone proud of the team and Hammond High, in- 
cluding other schools, who learned to respect the mighty 
Wildcats.

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Swimming:Deep Depth = A 
History-Making Season 


A little before 7 a.m. on August 5, 1994, the Ham- 
mond High girls’ swim team gathered in a group outside 
the pool doors. In just a few minutes, three months of 
intense training and competition were about to start. 
With the loss of ten swimmers from the previous year, 
no one knew how the season was going to turn out, but 
they were all hoping for the best. 

At 7:55 p.m. on September 1 3, 1 994, the girls defeated 
Bishop Noll, a long time rival, for the first time in the 
team’s nine year history. The score was 109 to 73. The 
team was now 2-2. Would the girls have a winning 
season? YES! With wins against Hobart, Griffith, Cal- 
umet, Lowell, two against Gavit, in addition to the win 
against Noll, the team ended its regular season with a 
record of seven wins and six losses. This was the first 
winning season in the team’s history. 

The girls also had a record breaking season. A total of 
ten records, divided up among four events, were broken. 
Maria Spector broke her own six-dive record 
twice, ending up with a score of 198.85. Rachel Stern 
broke the 50 freestyle record three times (old- 29.47, 
new- 29.03), which had previously stood since 1 986, and 


Patty Eberle broke the 1 00 breaststroke two times (old- 
1 :26.67, new- 1 :24.90), also a record that had stood since 
1986. Finally, the 200 free relay team, consisting of 
Caryn Corriere, Diana Cruz, Rachel Stem, and Maggie 
Foster, broke the record three times, with a drop of 
almost four seconds off the previous record set last 
season.(01d- 2:02.42, New- 1:58.56). 

The girls’ season ended with Sectionals at Munster. 
The 200 medley relay, the 200 record-breaking team, 
and the 400 free relay placed 4th, 5th, and 6th re- 
spectively. On an individual note, Caryn Corriere, Patty 
Eberle, and Amber Freese placed 8th, 11th, and 12th 
respectively in the 200 IM, and Rachel Stern placed 12th 
in the 50 free. In diving, Maria Spector and Darlene 
Bellinger placed 8th and 10th respectively. The 100 
butterfly had Amber Freese placing 8th and Maggie 
Foster 10th. Trava Buono took 12th in the 500 free and 
Patty Eberle placed 9th in the 1 00 breaststroke. Overall, 
the team took 5th place, which ended the season on a 
good note and demostrated the “Deep Depth” of the 
team.
